The auto was owned and 
driven by Peter Lesterhouse, a con- 
tractor. 
Sitting in front beside him 


was his wife. In the rear seats were 
Miss Anna Baker, Mrs. Lesterhouse's 
sister, and Mrs. Blanche Hunt, a 
friend. 


The Lesterhcuse party had been 


out for two hours and were return- 
ing home. The machine was cross- 
Ing One Hundred and Fourth street 
at high speed when the train of caul- 
drons steamed out of the steel works. 
The usual illumination shot ap from 
the mouth of the great pots. Lester- 
house app/ajently paid no attention to 
the danger ahead. 
When he did, it 


was too late. 


Miss Baker jumped and escaped 


with serious burns. The macnine hit 
one of tlie big pots with the force of 
a catapult. The molten mass shot 
upward like a geyser and descended 
In howers on the trio, who lay bleed 
ing and wounded beside the wrecke.
